SENATOR BAILEY IS 44. 


Texas Senator Admittedly 
Has Lost 


Much of Old Popularity. 


GAINESVILLE. Tex., Oct. 7.—Joseph 


Wcldon Bailey, the famous representa- 
tive of Texas in the United States sen- 
ate, will tomorrow celebrate his 44th 
birthday. 
Senator Bailey is a native of 


Mississippi, having been born in Oppiah 
county, that state, October (i, 1863. He 
became a citizen of Texas in 1385, was 
elected to congress in IS'Jl and to tho Un- 
ited States senate in J901 and again this 
year. 
Once a popular idol of the people 


of the Lone Star st-nte, considered by 
many even as a presidential possibility, 
the senator has admittedly lost much in 
the regard of his fellows through the 
charges tlutl were niadt; against him dur- 
ing his campaign for return to the ben- 
ate last winter. Personi'lly lie is as po- 
pular as ever among his neighbors in 
Gainesville, his home city, very few of 
whom have ever placed any credence in. 
the accusations made by 
his 
enemies. 


Throughout the state, however, there nre 
thousands of voters who looked upon 
the verdict of the legislature as "Guilty, 
but don't do it again.'1 To these Bailey 
is iiow a whitewashed idol, and they re- 
fuse to longer bow down to him. 


Among the accusations against Hailey 


made last winter were that he had been 
mainly instrument:.!, if not wholly re- 
sponsible, /or 
the

company, a Standard auxiliary, being al- 
lowed to do business in Texas after it 
hud been ousted under the stringent an- 
ti-trust laws of the state.

After one of the fiercest political battles 
ever waged in Texas, Senator Bailey was 
exhonorated from the charges made and 
returned to tho senate for another fiix. 
years. 


A year ago Senator'Bailey celebrated 


his 43rd birthday in the midst of H bat- 
tle that, had no other issue than his po- 
litical life or death. No one iippeared to 
oppose him for the senatorial toga. 
It 


was a fight for principles nnd not for of- 
fice, and the Bailey supporters were vic- 
torious. Yet the senator did not escape 
unscathed. 
The months thnt have in- 


tervened have not been sufficient to wipe 
out the stain. Perhaps the stuin, wheth- 
er rightly or .wrongfully, applied, will 
never disappear. There arc thousands of 
people in Texas to whom the name of

The Choctaw went to the old sink hole 


for his victims, and as always, planted a 
bullet fairly between the eyes. It glanc- 
ed from the grizzly's skull, and the un- 
winking silver tip wandered across the 
mire and nte off Mik-Tioo-tnh's leg. He 
would have gone further, but there is a 
brotherhood between bear and Indian, so 
the hunter was spared. Never again was 
the bear death »ong heard, nor the eerie 
horn.

offset then to revenues, the loss from 
taxes which more than offsets the hy- 
drant rentals or that the city may save 
by operating its own hydrants.

OCR BEST GOVERNED CITY. 


A review of the Washington City, D. 


C. system of government by a prominent 
correspondent unfolds vistas that how- 
ever delightful of promise of better mu- 
nicipal government, lies in an unmeasur- 
ed distance as regards other cities not 
so fortunately situated. The system in 
brief is that congress controls the dis- 
trict, in>po»e* the tax rate, controls every 
street, and yet leaves to three commis- 
sioners appointed by the president actu- 
al and supreme 
control. Tho 
citizens 


have no vote at all, nothing to say, but 
to enjoy a well ordered city government, 
the best traction service in the country, 
the best kept streets and most orderly of 
communities. 


Perhaps what may be considered by 


manv as an ideal system of local im- 
provements, is that there are no person- 
al assessments as commonly mmle by all 
other American cities. 
When streets aj-e 


ordered improved the expense U born just 
as it should be, by the community at 
large, not by individual taxpayers. These 
three commissioners combine the 
func- 


tions of many otTicials other cities make 
elective, and there arc no city councils, 
boards of improvements, county boards 
and municipal courts in tho sen-e other 
communities have. These three of course 
need many other subordinates, but thefe 
arc, every one of them, appointed by 
them, this giving them in consequence an 
influence they could not otherwise enjoy. 


Congress possesses and exercises thc 


control: fixes the amount of tuxes, or- 
ders street and local improvements, nnd 
enacts nil laws hearing on the District 
in matters that it has not, given the Dis- 
trict commissioners authority to provide 
for. 
There are no politics whatever in 


the administration of the affairs of the 
city, consequently no pulls, no influence 
militating against effective regulation. 
Congress having no concern as to any po- 
litical influence in the District, because 
not hailing from there, and the people 
besides having no' votes, naturally legis- 
lates with a disregard of all local influ- 
ences. Equally so do the three com- 
missioners who are not at all depending 
upon the good will of any citizen. 


Congress pete up the District budget, 


fixes the taxation rate, nnd assesses hnlf 
of the budget to the citizens and the oth- 
er half the United States treasury pays, 
one reason for this latter is that the 
government property will about 
one-half of the assessed valuation of the 
city. The commissioners 
have certain 


departments apportioned between then, 
and each in these exercises supremo con- 
trol with the resulting factor, good gov- 
ernment. It may be said if matters 
come up in one of thc departments over 
which a commissioner presides of suffi- 
cient importance, the others are called 
in and a full board decides the Question. 


Thus a great city of now 300,000 pop- 


ulation has its business conducted prc- 
ciselv as would a business house or man- 
ufactory. 
If all American cities could be 


governed 
in the same 
manner, there 


would be no need of a fiftieth of the laws 
passed every legislative session. People

in the state department when dome un- 
curalized foreigner has deserted the land 
of hia adoption, and gone back expecting 
to be forever protected, in his character, 
as an American citizen. 


Americans self expatriated, will too 


have to buck up occasionally and inter- 
view their nearest representative minis- 
ter or consular agent and renew their 
allegiance, though as Americans of the 


American garment for protective pur- 
poses only and returned to their native 
country, with that as their shield will 
not have the good time they did. 


The new law or regulations will work

Country Gentleman: 
A New Orleans 


letter says that local dealers are predict- 
ing a small onion crop for next year. A 
well known produce man who handles 
many onions each season thinks it will 
be at least 40 per cent shorter than this 
season, owing to the scarcity of onion 
seed. For some reason the crop this 
year yielded a very small proportion of 
seed and the cost of the latter has gone 
up rapidly, selling as high .is $8 per 
pound. When it is considered that the 
average price is $1,50 per pound this 
statement is almost beyond belief. 
Be- 


cause of the high price demanded for 
seed there will be fewer onions planted, 
and the acreage will in all probability 
fall off considerably. It is said that 
even at the figure named onion seeds are 
difficult to procure and that a few deal- 
ers have a corner on them.

The crop lias 
ripened no rapidly during the warm spell 
that all outlets have been glutted. Oth- 
son Bros. Co. nt Houston, lost 5,000 bas- 
kets recently purchased because the to- 
matoes would not la^t until canned. Oth- 
er canning houses here suffered similar 
losses. Three remedies have been pro- 
posed: one to build cold storage houses, 
another to can them with the skins on. 
and a third to provide plants for turning 
the excess crop into catsup. 
It is believ- 


ed that the tri-state Packers' association 
will provide a remedy at its next meet- 
ing. 


KANSAS CITY. Oct. -2.—Receivers of 


northern potatoes had considerable trou- 
ble this week on account of poor quality 
of the stock. One car which came in 
Tuesday, on which the freight charges 
were $75, had to be disposed of at 525 on 
account of rot. Nearly all the cars re- 
ceived this week from Wisconsin and 
some from other districts showed consid- 
erable rot so that the market was in an 
unsettled condition all week. 
For good 


stock there was a good demand at around 
65 to 70c. Chios, which have been sell- 
ing at, a discount recently, were quoted 
at a premium by some northern shippers 
this week. 


Some cars which had been sold for 


points further south were inspected here 
this week and the stock appeared to be 
first class in every respect, but upon ar- 
rival the receivers reported the quality 
very unsatisfactory. 
The trouble is at- 


tributed to the effect of blight. The po- 
tatoes appear sound, but the rot is on 
the inside.

That amateur sleuths 
are often more successful than their pro- 
fessional brethren is shown by the his- 
tory of the association, and in the state 
prisons of the west and the southwest 
there are now scores of criminals who 
owe their capture to the members of the 
Anti-Ilor^e Thief association. Tin; ac- 
tivities of tin1 association are not now 
confined to the capture of horse thieves, 
but robbers, burglars, incendiaries, va- 
grants and criminals of all kinds who 
prey on society urc the sworn foes of 
the association's membership. ''Protect 
the innocent and bring the guilty to jus- 
tice," is the motto of the body, omphasiz- 
ed in many criminal proceedings in re- 
cent years.

With the return of established order the 
society confined its efforts to aiding the 
regularly constituted legal officers. With 
large funds at its disposal and thou- 
sands of members on the lookout for 
criminals, the association has rendered 
it unprofitable, expensive and exceeding- 
ly risky to steal from a member.

When 
the telescopic stars of this cluster are 
mapped, it is seen that its borders are 
not sharply marked as they would be 
If we were viewing it from the outside, 
but that the stars diminish in number 
gradually until the bright band fades 
into the ordinary star-fit sky. 
From 


this it is concloded that we are in th« 
cluster itself; that onr son is merely one 
at the stars of the Milky Way dusters. 


Pip. 4 shows a form originally as- 


signed to the Milky Way cluster, hnt 
from more recent researches it appears 
that the spiral » more complicated, per- 
haps somewhat of the shape shown in 
Tig. 5. The distance acrora this clus- 
ter is still Tftry uncertain. Perhaps the 
moot reliable estimate is that which 
places it at about -1000 li-rht y<-ars; that 
is, light occupies 4000 years in passing 
from one end of the cluster to the other.

are innumerable fainter ones which ap- 
pear fsint because they actnally are so 
and not because they arc farther away 
than the others.

four, but when the lay conference met 
last Friday it went on record against 
any change, but on the contrary, gave 
vent to sentiment that thc number-,,if 
anything, shmilrl be increased.

of this divided opinion Hishop Hamilton 
said last night he felt it best to ieave 
the matter undisturbed until such time 
when thc two wings- should get together. 


Ban on Open Regrets, 


John Reynolds of Sheboygan was chos- 


en presiding elder for the .lanesville dis- 
trict to succeed Mr. MeChcsney. Tim an- 
nouncement of Mr. Reynolds' appoint- 
ment was greeted with applause by the 
pastor* present at last night's nieuting.

thev think you are a great man. I have 
made several euoh appointments." 


Against Paying Own Fare. 


A resolution introduced by Rev. W. S. 


Hall of Antigo providing that the pastors 
pay their way while attending annual 
conferences evoked bitter opposition. In

Commends High School Board in Abolish- 


ing Secret Societies. 


MADISON, Wis., Oct. 1.—In an inter- 


view yesterday President 
Charles 
K. 


Van Hise of the University of Wisconsin 
scored the h"igh scKool "fraternity 
and 


commended the action of school boards 
in abolishing them. 


"I think the steps taken by many of 


the school boards in the large cities in 
abolishing the high school fraternities is 
a most wise and just one," 3»id the pres- 
ident. 


"High school students should not be 


bound together in cliques and have club 
rooms or chapter houses. 
.Most of the 


students in the high school live in the 
city in which the school is located. They 
have their homes to go to after they 
have finished their 
daily 
work. 
They 


should spend their evenings to good ad- 
vantage at home instead of attending j 
fraternity functions or chapter meetings. 


"Another fault of the high school fra- 


ternities in general is that they are pat- 
terned after 
the 
college 
fraternities. 


There is no need for a fraternity 
in a 


high school. Jn a college where there arc 
no men's dormitories, fraternities serve 
such need. 
College students usually do 


not live in the city in which the college 
is located ;ind therefore liuve no home 
to which they may go. The fraternities 
furnish the home. 


''When the university in the 
future 


shall have quadrangles for the students, 
each quad to accommodate 15U to 
2iO 


students and for each quad a common 
room und dining hull the social needs of 
the students that can lie thus accommo- 
dated will even be belter met than by 
fraternity houses. 


"Of course, for many years to come we 


can not expect that a Mitl'ieicnl number 
of quads will be available to :u-c<'Miimo- 
dnte more than a fraction of the stud- 
ents. 


"You 
can not say too 
emphatically 


that 1 do not believe in high school fru- 
ternities and believe they
